PRESIDENT AT GENEVA. 


In regard to financial matters, the F resi- 
dent entei ed into the world aiéna, as it were, 
by pointnig to the British war debts to the 
United Skates. Instead of sitting in as a 
member of the British Commonwealth— 
sitting in his place as President of the 
Assembly at Geneva, and arguing the case 
that Was accepted throughout the world, that 
some radfical change must be made in respect 
to intermational bts; mestead of sittin 
there in the chair and arguing that in genera 


| world interests, and ultimate y, of course, in 


the interests of his own country, his voice 
was theown into thé aréna to argue that 
nations must pay their debts, and that Great 
Britain. partienlarly must pay every half- 
mny at owed to the United States. The 
resident had played a most unworthy part 
as a naémber of the League of Nations, and 
the attitude he had taken up in the matter 
of the debts of Great Britain and the United 
States was entirely in a dirty party spirit. 


MILLIONS LOST. 


Mr. DOCKRELL (U.I., Dublin County) 
said that while there was distinct pr s 
beag nm along a certain course, athe 


seemed know where the country was 
gettin to. As to the economic war with the 
nglish, the people were told that England 


wanted her market for her own people and 
her own farmers, If the Free Staté were to 
make a present of all the arable !--d in this 
country to England they could rst raise 
enough food to feed their people. Ireland 
had lost 25,000,000 in trade since 1931, while 
Canada and South Africa had increased their 
trade with England by ten millions. Deputies 
on the Government hes in their speeches 
had stated that they got a mandate from the 
electors to cease paying the land annuities to 
ngland. He suggested to the Government 
hat they had never received such a mandate, 


pand that the matter had cost this country ten 


millions, The duty on English coal had the 
effect of bringing foreign coal into. this 
country. They had reduced the import of 
British cement by 36,000 tons, while the 
Danish import was increased by. 38,000 tons. 


PEOPLE AND SETTLEMENT. 
Mr. McGUIRE (U.I., Dublin South) said 


| that people would give a lot to know the 


mind of the President on the economic dis- 
pute; for a number of people, rightly or 
wrongly, regarded the President as a man 
incapable of making a settlement. They were 
aware of Mr. de Valera’s attempts since he 
came into office to negotiate with England, 
and they were aware of the type of case that 
he put up when he went over to England. 
All these things led them inevitably to 
believe that the President was a man who 
would never séttle the dispute whatever 
chance anyone he ifight send over to 
negotiate might have. That was the history 
of the President— a man who seemed to be 
incapable of making any bargain with the 
English people. His attitude was to get all 
and give nothing. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY (U.I., Mayo) 
said that the Government, as a Government 
looking after the material prosperity of the 
State, had to be placed among the greatest 
failures of all administrations that had failed 
in any country in modern times. Seldom, if 
ever, had justice been administered in a more 
partial or more disgraceful manner than in 
this country under the present administration. 

There was no reason why the economic war 
should not be brought to a conclusion, but 
the Government had an avowed policy that 
they would not have peace by negotiation. 
That policy was to go on until the people 
were reduced by starvation. from a first class 
population to a third class population. The 
hour of retribution should come, and ne 
Executive Government would be written down

Governments made a serious error when 


generation. A genuine revival of interest 
in Irish would be an excellent thing, but 
its revival by hot-house methods is bound 
either to fail entirely, or to bring the 
language into contempt. The Free State’s 
founders hoped to see a day when Irish 
would recover its place as the national 
language; actually, it is regarded by most 
people as a necessary evil, to be forgotten 
as soon as its purpose—which is to obtain 
a job—has been served. An enlightened 
policy of encouragement, we believe, would 
have shown infinitely more satisfactory 
results than those achieved by ten years 
of compulsion. 

There is every prospect that this com- 
pulsory policy will be maintained for years 
to come, and it is the duty of all citizens 
to recognise the fect. Compulsory Irish 
has become a . definite and basic 
element of Free State education. 
Unfortunately, it appears that any good 
results that may be obtained by the 
spread of Irish in the schools will be 
undone by its decline in the genuinely 
Irish-speaking areas. According to the 
report of the Department of Education for 
1932-33, the language in those areas 
actually is in danger of perishing. “ It 
has been felt,” we read, ‘‘. . . that the 
position generally in the Irish-speaking 
district is. unsatisfactory, and that the 
language is still receding as a living 
language in the vast majority of the areas 
of the Gaeltacht and in all the districts 
of the Breac-Ghaeltacht.”” Throughout 
most of the Gaeltacht proper Irish, as the 
normal language of the home, is dying, 
because the old people, who themselves 
use it habitually, see no ‘‘ economic value 
in speaking it to the children, whereas 
the economic value of English is. self- 
evident.’’ Hoping to check this decline, 
the Department now offers small bonuses 
to the parents of children attending 
primary schools in the Gaeltacht when it 
is convinced that Irish is .the language 
used normally in the homes of these 
children. This bounty is far more 
sensible than most of Mr. de Valera’s 
bounties. It is of the utmost importance 
that the Irish language shall be preserved 
in the Gaeltac. ; for there alone is Irish 
at present a living speech, and the loss of 
Irish by a single Gaeltacht child is a 
really grave blow to the language’s 
recovery. 

It is a pity that the Government has not 
decided to concentrate its efforts on the 
Gaeltacht, and to relax the hard discipline 
of compulsory Irish in the schools. If the 
language is to become once more a living 
language, it must be spoken by people who 
love it ; and compulsory school subjects are 
not beloved. The knowledge of Irish made 
far more progress during the ten closing 
years of last century and the first ten years 
of this century, when its sponsors were 
genuine enthusiasts, than it has made 
under the rigours of the Free State school 
system. Under the present dispensation 
Irish is not a language; it is merely a 
The Government's attitude is 
that nobody can be a good Irishman who 
is not familiar with Lrish, and that, there- 
fore, he is not entitled to consideration. 
Such an attitude, of course, is absurd. 
Many of the most fervent nationalists of 
to-day know no Irish, and have no inten- 
tion to learn it. There are men who 
believe, and can argue with the strongest 
evidence, that English is the national 
language of this country, and that we have 
made it our own by our achievements in 
that language. Are these men to be con- 
demned as “ West Britons ” when the un- 
thinking schoolboy who manages to acguire 
sufficient Irish to scrape through his 
Civil Service examination-is accepted as a 
genuine nationalist? It is a poor look-out 
for Ireland if this is the doctrine of her 
rulers. Yet, while the’ idea prevails, it 
must be accepted ; and, if there is no means 
by which a man may play a full part in 
the national life without a “.competent ”’ 
knowledge of the Irish language, he must 
be prepared to acquire a “ competent ” 
knowledge. It is better that our children 
should learn ‘ official ’’ Irish against their 
will than they should be debarred from the

Northern 
Ireland’s financial relation with Great 
Britain seems to be at the root of the 
trouble, and there is a feeling in the 
North that the arrangement should be 
reconsidered. At present, it is pointed 
out, the ‘‘imperial contribution ” takes 
away the surplus of revenue in a good 
year; but, if remission of taxation in 
Great Britain causes a deficit, Northern 
Ireland must meet it herself. 


The First Test. 


Nobody will begrudge Australia her well 
deserved victory in the first Test Match. 
It was gained after an inauspicious start ; 
for in the first innings the Australian 
batsmen, with few exceptions, losi their 
wickets cheaply, and the great Don 
Bradman, the bogey man of the visiting 
team, was sent back to the pavilion at 
Trent Bridge with fewer than thirty runs 
to his credit. It was a highly interesting 
match. The Australians were dismissed 
at a comparatively low cost, and at the 
end of the first day England’s hopes 
seemed to be high. On Saturday, how- 
ever, the English batsmen made a poor 
show against the visiting bowlers, and, 
although Australia’s second innings was 
nothing exceptional, when W. M. Woodfull 
declared yesterday he left the England 
side with less than five hours in which to 
score 380 runs. The task was virtually 
impossible on a wearing wicket in the 
fourth innings of a Test Match; but 
England’s supporters hoped, and believed, 
that her batsmen would be able to save 
the match by playing deliberately for a 
draw. They took this course; but they 
reckoned without their guests. Messrs. 
Grimmett and O’Reilly, Australia’s two 
“star” bowlers, pitted their’ wits 
against those of the English batsmen, 
with the result that they got them all 
out ten minutes before time and won 
the match for Australia by 238 runs. 
Certain excuses can be made for England. 
Her side was without Larwood, the 
world’s fastest bowler, and a slight injury 
kept R. E. 8. Wyatt, the original captain, 
out of the team at the last moment. 
Strangely enough, the brunt of the 
struggle was borne by the two “ old men ”' 
of the eleven, Hendren, of Middlesex, and 
Geary, of Leicester, who were playing first- 
class cricket when some of the Australians 
were in their cradles, and it is evident that 
youth is not everything in Test matches. 
If England had had a Hobbs or a Mead 
yesterday the score sheet might hawe told 
a different story; but there is no point 
in crying over spilt milk, and all that we 
can hope now is that a reconstructed 
England team will square the account in 
the next Test. 


Dublin Housing. 


The dreadful conditions under which the 
poor people of Dublin are compelled to 
exist have long been a disgrace to our 
capital. We are glad to see, therefore, 
that a real effort is being made to wipe} 
out the slums. The task will not be easy 
—for the centre of Dublin is a mass of 
decaying houses—but it need not be in- 
superable, Already progress has been 
made, and the Dublin Corporation, in par- 
ticular, must be praised for its fine work. 
As was shown yesterday at the Government 
Inquiry into the compulsory purchase of 
sites, that work is not being allowed to 
slacken. Altogether, the Corporation hopes 
to erect over 2,300 new houses in Dublin 
in the near future, and the buildings may 
be completed within the next twelve 
months, To make room for them many 
sites must be cleared, and it is a good sign 
that very little opposition to this step is 
coming from owners or tenants of the old 
houses. An even better sign is that an 
attempt is being made to keep the rents of 
the new houses down to as low a level as 
possible. ‘‘ The Corporation,” said the 
Lord Mayor yesterday, “ is making a great 
effort to house the people at reasonable 
rents—at four shillings and five shillings a 
week.’’ He went on to contrast the pro- 
posed new rentals with those which prevail 
in some tenements at thé moment, and drew 
attention to the fact that some poor people 
are paying as much as ten or twelve 
shillings a week for a single room in a 
tumbledown slum-dwelling. To remedy thir 
state of affairs is almost as important as 
to provide better houses; for even a

He had placed him- 
self in communication with his lordship, and, 
although the correspondence was necessarily 
confidential, he was in a position to say that 
nothing could be more complimentary to the 
Association than the terms in which the Lord 
Chief Justice referred to their correct con- 
duct and important work during the last five 
years. 3 

In reply to the direct question as to whether 
their declared opposition to the Government 
as an association under his honorary pre- 
sidency would be incompatible with the 
dignity and duties of his judicial office, the 
Lord Chief Justice had stated that he was 
handicapped by the duties of his judicial posi- 
tion, and, therefore, although he was always 
ready to give any assistance of which he was 
capable, he asked to be excused from con- 
tinuing as Honorary Preside.t.

The Marquess of Londonderry, who is 
in charge of the bill, brought forward an 
amendment empowering County Councils 
to delegate their functions in regard to 
the licensing of dog racing tracks to 
Standing Joint Committees of Quarter 
Sessions and the County Councils. 

Lord Jessel moved an amendment to 
make the delegation of powers obligatory, 
but it was rejected by 62 votes to 35, and 
the House agreed to Lord Londonderry’s 
proposal, 

Lord Sanderson moved, and Lord Lon- 
donderry accepted, an amendment raising 
from seventeen years to eighteen years the 
age under which betting with persons on 
dog racing tracks is prohibited, and 
becomes a punishable offence. He also 
accepted an amendment moved by Lord 
Sanderson making it an offence to employ 
persons under eighteen years of age in 
connection with a betting business on any 
track. 

An amendment moved by Lord Askwith 
allowing a dog track operating a 
totalisator to deduct five per cent. of the 
takings, instead of three per cent., as 
prescribed in the bill, was accepted by 
Lord Londonderry, and agreed to by the

XPECTATIONS that President de 
Valera, having dealt for an hour and 
a half on Friday last with the general 
principle of Irish freedom, would proceed 
to deal with particular criticisms of his 
department were twice disappointed when 
the debate on his estimate was resumed in 
the Dail yesterday. When the sitting 
opened he made no move to continue 
Friday’s speech, and when he rose at night 
to wind up the debate he revolved in ever- 
widening circles for another hour and a 
half around his abstract obsession. 

Opposition deputies, who were somewhat 
surprised to find that the President was 
not resuming the debate, immediately se. 
to work at the beginning of the sitting to 
analyse his contribution of last week. Mr. 
Mulcahy, stimulated by a hearty encounter 
at question-time with the Minister for 
Local Government regarding the dissolved 
county councils, started the fray with a 
defence of the ‘‘ Secret Agreement.”’ 

“ The thing of shreds and patches which 
the President held up in the Dail on 
Friday,” he affirmed, “ was a thing that 
saved us from a debt which the President 
considered would cost this country 
£19,000,000 a year. If there is any docu- 
ment in this country which ought to be 
preserved, it is that agreement, in what- 
ever form it is put together, however 
shreddy and patchy it may be.”’ 

Mr. Mulcahy’s metallic voice shot out 
the syllables like bullets as he denounced 
the bogeys of British threats which Mr. 
de Valera had created, and challenged 
the President to declare whether he 
accepted the position that the Free State 
was absolutely co-equal with Britain, and 
whether he had the manliness to negotiate 
with Britain on that basis. 

Mr. Dockrell, like other members of the 
Opposition who spoke after him, deduced 
from the President's speech that a purely 
economic war had now become entangled 
with other issues, and he raised a number 
of thorny points of detail, such as the 
possibility of the Northern Government 
having any part in any negotiations con- 
cerning partition, and the question of 
whether the status of an Irish Republic, 
like the status of Belgium, would have to 
be guaranteed by Britain. 


TRIBUNAL’S IMMUNITY. 

An important development during the 
debate was the Deputy-Speaker’s ruling 
when Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney was referring 
to recent cases which were dealt with by 
the Military Tribunal. The object of the 
ex-Minister for Justice was to criticise 
the Executive Council for not reviewing 
certain sentences imposed by the Tri- 


bunal; but, while the Deputy-Speaker 
admitted that any of the functions 
exercisable by the Executive Council 


might be discussed, not all the collective 
wisdom of the Opposition front bench, 
which included also Mr. McGilligan and 
Mr. Fitzgerald, could enable Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney to pursue the matter with- 
out conflicting with another ruling that 
the decisions of the Tribunal might not 
be discussed in the House. Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney was called to order 
definitely after he had said of a certain 
case that it was one which a judge would 
not. have allowed to go to a jury. Finally 
he had to abandon the subject, and 
devote himself to a vehement broadside 
on the Government’s economic policy. 
The most vigorous of all the speeches 
of the day was that of Mr. McGilligan, 
who roused the curiosity of the House by 
hinting at Ministerial approaches to 
certain Senators about Christmas, 1932, 
to induce them to undertake secret nego- 
tiations between the Government and the 


puzzled look on the President’s face. Mr. 
McGilligan remarked: ‘‘ I do not believe 
the President is unaware of what 
happened, but, if he professes not to 
know, would he say that if anyone felt 
he was under any obligation of secrecy 
he would be absolved and left free to 
speak of these negotiations? ”’ 

Mr. Cooney was curious to know how 
Mr. McGilligan had learned the 
‘* secret.’’ “ From the same source as the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce,” 
Mr. McGilligan assured him, cheerfully. 

Whether Mr. de Valera could solve the 
mystery or not, he did not say when he 
rose immediately after Mr. McGilligan. 
He dealt again at length with the 
‘* Secret Agreement,’’ denying that he had 
ever admitted the British right to collect 
£19,000,000 a year from the Free State. 
though he had “ warned ”' the people that 
the British might make such a claim. 
Most of the speech ran along the well- 
trodden path of constitutional status, with 
reiterations about the British troops, the 
oath, and even the famous formula of 
sixty-six to one. There was one intriguing 
passage in the speech, when he gave Mr. 
Cosgrave and Mr. MacDermot a Tuscan 
cheer for the reasonable tone of their own 
speeches in that debate. | 

“ Deputy Cosgrave showed, for about 
the third time, he said, ‘ that his 
instincts are right, but he allows himself 
every time to be forced off by other 
people. It is bad politics, he is told.”’

HE South African Status Bills, after 
being adopted by the House of 
Assembly and the Senate, were to-day 
officially submitted for the signature of His 
Majesty. 
he South African Status Bill, which, 
with its amendments, has been described 
by General Smuts as “ the grand equation 
of our Commonwealth,’’ and by Sir Abe 
Bailey as ‘‘a charter for the nation’s 


welfare,” was introduced to bring the. 


South African Constitution into line with 
the Statu 
tions of the Imperial Conferences of 1926 
and 1930. 

Some of the most vital clauses are as 
follow :— : 

(1) The Executive Gevernment of the 
Union, as regards both internal and 
external affairs, is vested in the King, act- 
ing on the advice of his South African 
Ministers, and may be administered by His 
Majesty in person or the-Governor-General. 

(2) Any reference to the King in the 
South Africa Act of 1919 shall refer to the 
King acting on the advice of his South 
African Ministers. , 

(3) The Union, Parliament shall be the 
sovereign legislature for the nation. 

During the debate on the second reading 
of the bill, Mr. Duncan, on behalf of the 
Government, commended the bill as 
“ wiping out the old mischievous hostility 
between the Dutch and British in South 
Africa,’’ while Dr. Bremer, on behalf of 
the Nationalists, declared that the agita- 
tion for Republicanism, secession and 
neutrality would die out with the passage 
of the bill.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—I'he next move in the eternal 
quest for European stability is to be made 
in Northern Italy within the next day or 
two, when the two most prominent of the 
world’s Dictators are to meet for the first 
time and to discuss, presumably in 
German—which the Duce speaks fluently — 
some of the current problems of Europe. 
Nothing is known of the agenda of the 
meeting beforehand, and, perhaps, not 
much will be published afterwards, but it 
is clear that the conversation is being held 
on the initiative of Herr Hitler, and it is 
inevitable that the problems of disarma: 
ment and Austria should be among the 
foreign topics to be discussed. Even before 
Herr Hitler set up a Dictatorship in the 
Reich, it was customary for the leaders 
of Italy and Germany to harmonise their 
policies as far as possible. 

Recent events—especially in Austria— 
have somewhat attenuated the earlier 
sense of community, and there can be 
little doubt that a main purpose of the 
meeting, in Herr Hitler’s eyes, is to re- 
establish Italo-German collaboration. 
Something like a convention of -consulta- 
tion existed at one time, and it would 
certainly suit the German Government to 
restore that relationship and to emerge 
from the isolation into which the bravado 
of their national aims -has been placing 
them. To those foreign Governments 
which cherish good relations with 
Germany there is nothing more disconcert- 
ing than the steady advance of t: » process 
of encirclement—caused, not by deliberate 
ill-will, as the Germans pretend, but as 
the inevitable reaction to the outward 
thrust of German ambition.

ISE Belfast Corporation to-day held a 
special meeting to consider the 
serious financial position arising from the 
Finance and Unemployment Bills intro- 
duced by the Northern Government. 

Both measures had been referred to the 
ofhcers of the Corporation for observations, 
and a statement prepared by the Town 
Clerk (Sir Robert Meyer), the Town 
Solicitor (Mr. John Archer), the City 
Treasurer (Mr. W. E. Crawford), and the 
Rates Superintendent (Mr. A. Alexander) 
was submitted. 

In this joint declaration it was stated 
that the education levy was only a means 
of obtaining out of local rates money to 
meet the commitments of the Government, 
and that no definition of educational ser- 
vices in the bill was required or included. 
It was added that such a new departure in 
legislation could only be justified by 
extreme necessity, and “‘ if resorted to, it 
behoves the Government to spread the 
incidence of the charge as nearly as pos- 
sible over the same area as if the money 
had been found from normal sources.*’ _ 

In connection with the Unemployment 
Rill, the statement asserted that no 
attempt had been made to settle the 
apportionment of financial responsibility 


| which, in the British bill, was fixed on the 


basis of charging 60 per cent. of the ex- 
penses to local authorities and 40 per cent. 
to the ‘Exchequer. 

The Chairman of the Finance Committee 


adoption of the reports, said a strong pro- 
test should be entered against the 
dangerous speed with which new legisla- 
tion was enacted at Stormont. “I have 
been censured,” he said, “for having 
emphasised the fact that the Corporation 
is helpless and hopeless, and that our 
impotence is written in letters of fire, 
which any man of intelligence can see. 
There is nothing egregious or untruthful 
in that statement. When ‘the most momen- 
tous bill yet presented to Parliament, 
affecting, as it does, every person in the 
Six Counties (I use the words-of a Cabinet 
Minister), is forced through Committee 
stage and third reading in one afternoon, 
we have reached the reductio ad absurdum 
of parliamentary government.

dangerous consequences of such unholy 
haste. 


REPUGNANT ARRANGEMENT 


Referring to the transfer of portion of 
the Government’s responsibility for educa- 
tional services to the rates, Alderman Duff 
quoted the report of the Director of Educa- 
tion, which states:—‘‘ Such an arrange- 
ment of having money raised by the rates 
and spent by the Civil Service is repug- 
nant to all preconceived ideas of local or 
democratic government, and no English 
local authority has ever been asked to 
accept such conditions.”’ 

‘‘ From my own study of the basic prin- 
ciples of rating, developed and enacted 
since the first Act in ri Elizabeth’s 
time,” declared Alderman Duff, ‘* no 
parallel can be found to such procedure.’’ 

Alderman D. Lyle Hall, Chairman of the 
Education Committee, said there were two 
legal questions, and sooner or later Mr. 
Pollock must satisfy his critics with regard 
to these. First, was Mr. Pollock, as Chan- 
cellor, was Parliament itself, legally 
entitled to tax civic corporations as such— 
to impose rates on Corporations, and 
demand that those rates when collected 
should be handed over to the Government 
to spend? Secondly, had a Parliament the 
right, without expressly repealing the rela- 
tive provisions of a previous Act of Parlia- 
ment, to impose taxation that went directly 
in the face of the provisions of a previous 
Act?

‘Od. for 
each pupil in an elemeatary school, of which 
the ratepayers paid £6 5s. lld. In Belfast 
the cost was £8 5s. 9d. per head, to which the 
ratepayers contributed only thirteen shillings 
and ninepence, Matters came to a head after

OTWITHSTANDING the efforts made “é the promotion of

This fact is disclosed in the annual report of the Department of 
Education for 1932-33, which was issued yesterday. -

‘“In the Breac-Ghaeltacht ' the report 
states: ‘‘ Only the older people speak 
Irish, and as these die out the languaye 
as a living speech is disappearing with 
them. In the Gaeltacht the language is 
still used as the home speech in a very 
restricted number of areas, but in over 
two-thirds of the Gaeltacht Irish is dying 
as the home language owing to the fact 
that, though the older people know Irish, 
they cannot see any economic value in 
speaking it to the children, whereas the 
economic value of English is self-evident. 

“ The importance of doing something to 
change this attitude of the people and to 
induce them to speak Irish to the children 
need not be emphasised. Propaganda had 
been tried for over thirty years and failed. 
The schemes already mentioned were only 
partially effective, as in practice they 
could only benefit a very small proportion 
of the Gaeltacht population. 


A MONEY VALUE, 


Something seemed, therefore, to be 
needed that would bring home to every 
household in the Gaeltacht that there 1s 
a money value in talking Irish to the 
children, and after full consideration of 
all the circumstances it was felt that there 
was no way in which this could be done 
except by the payment of a small annual 
bonus to the parent (or guardian) for 
each school-going child in the Gaeltacht 
or Breac-Ghaeltacht who clearly came to 
school from an Irish-speaking home, and 
who, as a result, was able to speak Irish 
fluently and naturally. In order to carry 
this into effect a scheme was formulated 
by the Minister for Education, and par- 
ticulars of the scheme are outlined in a 
circolar issued early in 1934 ta the 
schools.”’ 


PRIMARY EDUCATION. 


In the primary schools the steady in 
crease in the attendance in the higher 
standards and the improvement in the 
quality of the recruits to the teaching 
profession have been maintained, . 

The attendance of the pupils at primary 
schools during the year ended 30th June, 
1933, was nearly 84 per cent. for the 
country as a whole. This year there are 
nearly 6,500 more pupils in the higher 
standards than there were last year, and 
nearly 28,500 more than there were in 
these standards six years ago. 

The highest percentage of attendance for 
the year under review was again attained 
in Cork City, where the figure was 87.5. 
Next in order. came the Counties Carlow, 
Cork and Kilkenny, each with 86.9; 
Waterford City with 86.2; Counties 
Waterford and Wexford with 86.1; County 
Dublin with 85.9; County Tipperary with 
85.8, and Dublin City with 85.6. 


A SERIOUS PROBLEM. 


The provision of school accommodation 
still constitutes a serious problem. A 
factor in retarding progress in dealing 
with the problem has been the very high 
building costs. During the fi..ancial year 
1932-33 grants amounting to £120,000 were 
made for the building, enlargement and 
reconstruction of schools. This is a con- 
siderable increase on the average building 
grant made annually, but it is not sufh- 
cient to meet the needs, and it is intended 
to make a much more intensive effort over 
a period of years to provide satisfactory 
school :accommodation for primary chil- 
dren over all the areas of the Saorstat.

With very few exceptions, all the 


students admitted to the training colleges 
in 1933 had completed a course of 
secondary education, and in almost all 
cases they had obtained honours at the 
leaving certificate examination. 


TRAINING COLLEGES. 


The output from the training colleges 
for women students in the Saorstat has 
not for some time been sufficient for the 
requirements of the schools, whereas the 
output in the case of the cglleges for men 
students has, in recent years, been some- 
what in excess of the requirements. In 
order to remedy the position in the case 
of men students, the number of such 
students admitted to training colleges in 
1932 and 1933 has been reduced. The 
hear of providing additional training 
acilities for women students is under con- 
sideration. | 

The progress and extension in secondary 
education was well maintained in the 
school year 1932-33. There was an addi- 
tion of five to the number of recognised 
schools and of 962 to the number of pupils 
in attendance—the totals for the year 
being 311 and 30,966 respectively. 

There was a marked increase in the 
number of schools providing instruction 
through the medium of Irish.

per cent of the total number of schools 
provided instruction through the Irish lan- 
guage as compared with 34.3 per cent. in 
the previous year. It was mentioned in a 
previous report that the number of boys’ 
schools in Class A was disappointing ; the 
Department is glad -to state that the 
number of such schools increased from five 
in 1931-32 to eleven in 1932-35. 

Mention was made in the report for 
1931-32 of the introduction of new condi- 
tions regarding Irish as a subject of 
instruction in the secondary schools. The 
result of these conditions is that Irish is 
an obligatory subject for new pupils, and 
that, in addition, a certain minimum per- 
centage of existing pupil’ in each school 
must receive instruction in Trish. The 
new regulations embodying these changes 
came into operation at the beginning of 
the year under review. The number of 
cases in which these conditions were not 
fully observed was few, and the number of 
claims for exemption from the first con- 
dition has been comparatively small. 


PRIMARY CERTIFICATE. 


Hitherto the minimum age for recognised 
pupils has been twelve years. The 
Department has reduced this to eleven 
years in the case of pupils who have 
qualified for the award of the primary 
school certificate. This change is intended 
to provide for the case of pupils of more 
than average ability who, by obtaining the 
primary school certificate before the age 
of twelve years, show that they are qualfied 
to avail of secondary education. Beginning 
with the school year 1933-34, such pupils 
will be eligible for recognition, and grant 
at the reduced rate of £5 will be payable 
in respect of them. This is £2 per pupil 
less than the grant for junior pupils over 
twelve years of age. In order that private 
elementary or preparatory school pupils . 
may avail of this concession, the primary 
school leaving certificate examination 
which has hitherto been confined to pupils 
of national schools, will in future be open 
to pupils of such schools. 


HOME EXERCISES. 


The Department has had under con- 
sideration for some years the question of 
the home exercises assigned to pupils of 
secondary schools. The result of inquiries 
showed that the amount of the work in 
many instances was such that, when 
properly done, it made undue demands 
on the pupils’ time. It also appeared that 
in certain cases the exercises were not of 
a suitable nature, and that organisation 
and adequate supervision was lacking. 
The Department considered it desirable 
to issue to all secondary schools a circular 
giving advice and direction on the subject. 

Vocational Education Committees have 
steadily pursued the policy of development 
inaugurated in 1931-32 under the Voca- 
tional Education Act. 


CONTINUATION CLASSES. 


The number of students who attended 
continuation schools in 1932-33 was 11,536, 
of whom 9,173 attended whole-time 
courses The latter figure shows an in- 
crease of 13 rer cent. on the figure for 
1931-32 A comparison of the. student 
attendance heurs at continuation classes 
in 1931-32 and 1932-33 shows that there 
has been an increase of 18 per cent. mm — 
the case of urban schools and of 36 per - 
cent. in the case of rural schools. 

An appendix to the report states that 
the number of schools in operation on 
June 30, 1933, was 5,334; total pupils on 
the rolls 573,349; average daily attend- 
ance 422,489; percentage of average daily 
attendance, 83.7. - In 1923 the average 
daily attendance was 74.3. The figure 
has risen steadily since then.

IRISH ARMY CHALLENGE CUP. 


The Irish Army Challenge Cup, which is 
being presented by the Free State Minister 
for Defence for competition at the Interna- 
tional Horse Show, Olympia, London, is at 
present on view at Messrs. Weir and Sons, 
Ltd., Wicklow street, Dublin.

JOHN MALLET PURSER 
LECTURES. 
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In the Lecture Theatre of the Medical 
School, Department of Physiology, Trinity 
College, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, the 
first of the fourth series of the John Mallet 
Purser Lectures was delivered by Professor 
C. U. Ariens Kappers, Sc.D., Director of the 
Institute for Brain Research, Amsterdam, 
who spoke on '' The differences in the effects 
of various impulses on the structure of the 
nervous system,’’ and illustrated his remarks 
with a very interesting series of lantern 
slides. 

Dr. T. Gillman Moorhead, who presided, 
introduced the lecturer, and recalled that 
these lectyres had been arranged for the pur- 
ose of commemorating the work in that 
Medical School of the late Professor John 
Mallet Purser. He said that when he met 
Professor Purser forty years ago Purser was 
then at the height of his fame, but long 
before that medical men recognised in him 
an unique and _ outstanding personality. 
Purser from the first recognised that medi- 
cine was a science, and that it should be 
studied and pursued like other sciences. He 
was like a keen wind blowing through their 
laboratories, sweeping away the obscurities 
that had previously existed. Students who 
listened to him could never forget the clear, 
incisive logic of his teaching and the way in 
which he brushed aside all that was irrelevant. 
He had been to all his pupils an example, 
and to all of them an abiding stimulus. 

In his second lecture to-morrow afternoon 
Professor Kappers will speak on ‘‘ Some so- 
called Semitic and Aryan Peoples in the 
Near East.”’
